The General Assembly Thurs- 
day approved and sent to the gov- 
ernor a bill making it illegal for 
public officials to deny any citizen 
the right to inspect public records. 


Among the five who opposed the 
bill in the House was R. A. (Che- 
ney) Grifffn, brother of ex-Gov. 
Marvin Griffin and mayor of 
Bainbridge, whose city records 
were barred to the press last 
year. 


The open-records bill has the 
blessings of Gov.

Floor Leader Frank Twitty 
said the bill carried out Vandi- 
ver’s promise that there would be 
“no star-chamber proceedings” 
in state government.

Church Leaders’ View 
Of Cuba Is Heartening 


The important but hitherto little heard 
opinion of Cuban church leaders on the 
island’s new government was explained 
here Wednesday by Bishop Roy H. Short, 
Methodist bishop of the Nashville, Tenn., 
area. 


It is one of considerable optimism. 

He pointed out that Fidel Castro has 
been gracious to representatives of the 
evangelical Protestant churches. The 
bishop sees possibilities of great church 
growth in Cuba. 

Religious leaders there believe Castro 
is the answer to their hopes, according to 
Bishop Short, and they are encouraged by 
the new freedom given their country. 

He also cited their defense of the ex- 
ecutions of war criminals and their con- 
tention—which is all too true—that most 
Americans do not understand -the hack- 
ground of the killings. 

Bishop Short speaks with authority on 
the future status of the church in Cuba. 
He was bishop of the Florida and Cuba 
conferences from 1948 to 1952. He recently 
was selected to serve Cuba again and 
only a few weks ago returned from a visit 
there. 

Castro, of course, has many internal 
problems to solve in his country. How he 
measures up remains to be seen. But the 
outlook for his regime and, for that mat- 
ter, all of Cuba is brightened consid- 
erably by the prospects of the new gov- 
ernment’s favorable attitude toward the 
church.

CASUALTY LOSSES—You may 
claim a deduction for losses such 
as those resulting from storm, 
floods, shipwreck, fire or some 
event due to a sudden, unexpected 
or unusual cause. You may also 
deduct damages to your automo- 
bile ‘(not reimbursed by insur- 
ance) resulting from a collision, 
‘whether or not due to your negli- 
gence. You may also deduct 
losses from theft or embezzle- 
ment, as well as losses from sud- 
den freezing of shrubbery. 


MISCELLANEOUS DEDUC- 
TIONS—Under this category, you 
may deduct such items as em- 
ployment agency fees, union dues, 
uniform purchases and mainte- 
nance (provided the uniforms are 
such as are not usable anywhere 
but ‘on the job) and local travel 
expense incurred in behalf of your 
employer and not reimbursed. 
This latter deduction applies if 
you are not an “outside sales- 
man’”’; if you are an outside sales- 
man, you may claim the deduc- 
tion on Page 1 of the return in 
reduction of your gross income. 


In conclusion, you should be 
aware of this: The burden of 
proving the deductions you claim 
falls on you. It is suggested that 
you retain ample evidence) such 
as receipts, canceled checks, 
books of account or daily log 
books) of your claimed deductions 
in the event Internal Revenue 
should question them.

Oxford said he was lifting the

“First, Mr. Williams’ orders 
were punitive in nature and were, 
in fact, not promulgated for the 
reasons given but were rather an 
effort to punish certain newspa- 
pers for exposing graft and cor- 
ruption in the state government.

“WORST” INJURY CITED 


There was a muffled chorus of 
yesses from the other end and 
soon the demonstrators—the ones 
who can walk—burst into the 
workshop room. 


Dr. Wallace A. Verburg told the 
group earlier that society often 
does the worst injury to the hand- 
icapped child by not understand- 
ing him, expecting too much of 
him and causing him to become 
emotionally disturbed. 


This is particularly true of the 
mentally retarded, he said. He 
said that speech defects were par- 
ticularly vulnerable to the. society 
attitude: “‘Anyone should be able 
to speak.” 


EDUCATORS HELP 


Dr. Verburg, supervisor of psy- 
chological services, Kansas City 
(Missouri) Public Schools, said 
that educators often can offer the 
greatest help to parents of re- 
tarded children and handicapped 
children by “‘listening with them.” 
The parent who thinks his prob- 
lem through for himself, said Dr.

Would Little Mike Be Alive Today?

Mike was an adorable bundle 
of that mysterious something 
that makes all babies kind of 
tug at your heartstrings. He 
was a happy little fellow, de- 
voted to a small raggedy teddy 
bear that loved him with equal, 
if glassy-eyed, abandon. 


Now the teddy bear is tucked 
away in a dim corner of an 
old chest, a sad reminder of 
the little guy that loved him— 
for baby boy Mike died when 
he was nine months old. The 
death certificate said that Mike 
had died of a respiratory ail- 
ment, but the parents, resi- 
dents of south Fulton County, 
still wistfully wonder if, if 
only there had been a hospital 
within reach, would little Mike 
be alive today? 

TRUE STORY 

This story is true and one 
of many that happen every 
year to the 110,000 citizens in 
the south Fulton area. “‘What’s

nity?” asks an outraged citi- 
zen. “Is south Fulton the tail 
of the dog?’’ Why is it that 
we lose 30 persons a year in 
transit to remote hospitals?’’ 
“This condition is a source of 
shame and embarrassment to 
our communities,” say the 
mayors of East Point, College 
Park and Hapeville, John G. 
Stith, J. W. Stephenson and 
Eugene E. Dixon, respectively. 


According to Dr. L. M. Hew- 
itt, chairman of the Tri-City 
Authority, and F. W. Chicker- 
ing, executive secretary, while 
south Fulton has finally be- 
come aware of the desperate 
need for a hospital in this sec- 
tion of Greater Atlanta, there’s 
still a long way to go to meet 
the goal of $1,250,000. To date, 
$727,143 has been pledged, but 
time is — out. 

Says W. Chickering, 


“South Fulton has had its work 
cut out for them on this drive. 
We don’t have any Rocke- 
fellers or Henry Fords to kick 
this thing off and where the 
public usually isn’t tapped for 
funds until after 75 per cent 
of the goal has been met, we 
have had to rely entirely on 
the public and industries in our 
section.”

Some months ago I wrote here a plaintive appeal to the asso- 
ciation to be a little more exclusive in their program to get every- 
body to the mountains. All they were doing, I warned them glumly, 
was inviting in a lot of people who would exclaim over the views 
for five or 10 minutes and spend the next hour spreading their 
garbaze all over the landscape. 


Now I know the Georgia Mountain Assn. couldn’t very well 
make like a college fraternity or sorority and blackball garbage- 
spreading tourists. It simply isn’t practical. The nicest looking 
people imaginable will set watermelon rinds afloat in your creek. 
People driving fairly splendid equipages will leave eggshells and 
paper plates under the rhododendrons. You simply can’t tell by 
looking at a traveler if he’s a Sherman type who will lay waste 
the countryside and spread desolation by beer cans and ketchup 
bottles instead of torch. 


And the Georgia Mountain Assn. isn’t going to set up any 
roadblocks and make people submit to a lie detector test in spite 
of anything I say. But they have done something else which is a 
sight more polite and may be just as efficacious. They have 
acquired 12,000 of those little automobile litter bags stamped, 
‘Help Keep Georgia Clean” and are going to distribute them from 
filling stations in the various membership counties.

But the fact that the 
trash baskets are all about and somebody may be watching makes 
me willing to chew up and swallow a piece of trash rather than 
throw it on the street. I don’t advocate the brush-and-shovel escort 
for visitors to the mountains. Even the posted fines for trash scat- 
terers are only good on the highways. 


All I hope is that the Georgia Mountain Assn.’s tactful little 
gift will make tourists mindful of their manners. In the face of 
such delightful hospitality, only a slob Will fail to neaten up after 
himself when he picnics in our mountains.

NEW YORK (# — Whitey Ford, New York 
Yankee left-handed pitcher, was told Thursday 
his salary in 1959 would be $35,000 if he would 
behave off the field during the season. At about 
the same time southpaw Warren Spahn of Mil- 
waukee signed a $65,000 pact for the coming 
year. 


Ford had a 14-7 record last season for the 
American League champions who defeated the 
Braves in the World Series. Spahn posted a 22-11 
mark for Milwaukee, then won two games and 
lost one in the Series. Ford’s Series record was 
0-1. 


Spahn, who will be 38 in April, is the highest 
paid pitcher in the Majors. He had been insisting 
on a raise from his 1958 salary estimated at 
$60,000. Spahn is the first southpaw in the history 
of baseball to win 20 or more games in nine 
seasons. 


Ford conferred for an hour with Roy Hamey, 
assistant general manager, at the Yankees’ St. 
Petersburg, Fla., training camp. He was one of 
the Yankees criticized last month by manager 
Casey Stengel for training violations last season.

guess that it originally arrived 
with the chafing dish. She said 
her own acquaintance with 
shrimp wiggle went back to her 
college dormitory days in the 
20s when she and her friends 
prepared it over canned heat 
with canned peas, canned 
shrimp and canned milk.
